Hint That They Were to be Shot 
for Resisting the Ger- 
man Seizure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. .2..— That the 
German raider that captured the Appam 
held the crew ©{f the Clan MacTavish 
as prisoners of war was learned from 
certain passengers who were allowed 
to come ashore from the Appam this 
afternoon. 

When the Appam left the raider to 
«make her way across the Atlantic to 
Norfolk she had on board all the pas- 
sengers of the Appam and of the other 
ships destroyed by the raider except 
the officers and crew of the Clan 
MacTavish, Among the crew pf the 
MacTavish were several Lascars, how 
many those who divulged the informa- 
tion were unable to say. 

Some Lascars were killed, but no one 
knew just how many. But four Las- 
cars, whe were wounded in the, fight- 
ing between the crew of the raider and 
the officers and crew of the MacTavish 
came to Norfolk on the Appam, One of 
these Lascars does not appear to be as 
badly wounded as he feigned to be when 
placed on the Appam. 

It was understood by the ship Cap- 
tains and the passengers on the Appam 
that it was the purpose of the com- 
mander of the German raider to court- 
martial the officers and crew of the 
MacTavish, and it is thought that, in 
4 all probability, the officers and some 
of the crew wefe to be shot for resist- 
i the raider.

sharply. It is understood that most of 
the fighting put up by the MacTavish 
was done by the Lascars.

‘Lea Lyon’’ unfolds the events that 
pass within the house of a Rabbi in a 
Galician village... The action is .con- 
fined within the span of two days. To 
the home of Rabbi Lyon comes the 
Crown Prince of Russia in charge of a 
detachment of troops. At first as a 
conqueror he demands Lea, the Rabbi's 
daughter, with the threat that a re- 
fusal will bring death to the men of the 
Rabbi’s congregation. 

A decision the first-day is averted by 
the Prince's overindulgence in wine, and 
when he awakes on the morrow and 
finds Lea asleep at the feet of her father, 
who has kept vigil through the night, 
his impulsiveness of the day before is 
chastened by love. So it is as a lover 
that he now makes his plea, a plea that 
meets with favor with: the girl.

PRE EAE sackite of of Fokker Mono- 
planes and the English Machines. 


To the Editor of’The New York Times: 

Of late much undeserved publicity has 
been given the German Fokker mono- 
plane by the lay press and’ such of: the 
aeronautical journals as are. controll 
by so-called. authorities. on. the subject. 

When Mr. Weodhouse in the interview 
in THE Times says. that/the. English are 
turning out machines superior to the 
Fokker, he states a fact known ‘to those 
in aviation for some. time—even those 
who, unlike Mr. Woodhouse, have not 
been in touch with aeronautical develop- 
ment on both, sides. since. the beginning 
of the war. But when he says that over 
a year ago the B ‘possessed; planes 
capable. of 140 to 160 miles per. hour, 
he is. indeed making startling disclos- 
ures, I would. like to ask what English 
machine, built over a. year ago, could 
make 150 miles an hour ‘‘ with® eage;’’ 
as Mr., Woodhduse tells us they. made 
it; and Just what Mr. Woodhouse means 
when he says that the royal aircraft 
factory built Bristol and Sopwith type 
machines is not quite clear, as. both are 
built by private firma. 

The statement that the Avro, Short, 
Wright, and Martinsyde -machines: are 
all small scouts ig quite: erroneous, as is 
also. the statement. that they. are.‘* usu- 
‘ally manned by the- pilot only.” The 
Avro and Short machines. are- not scouts, 
and.the Wright is an obsolete American 
product never used in the British air. 
service, and nevera6n active service by 
any one in the present war,, In- fact, 
the only. scout: in Mr. Woodhouse’s- list 
is the Martinsyde, which is not: fast, 
doing only. about 85: mil -hour, It 
is: used largely in the British military 
schools, and by the. less: skillful pilots - 
in active service. 

It is. barely. possible that the: Fokker 
firm has developed something new; but 
I ‘base. my estimates of. it. on. the. data 
published- in one of Mr: ‘Woodhouse’s 
papers, Aerial Age. I know this article 
to. be. fairly accurate, as most: of it, 
including the illustrations;' was repub- 
lished from Flight of. London. F doubts 
whether the Fokket illustrated could 
make. more: than: 8. miles an. hour, or 
climb: more than 800 feet a minute: with 
pilot: and four hours’ fuel'on board, (I 
base these estimates.on experienceigained 
in flying a machine of. the: same: general 
tyne.) Any ordinary reconnoissance4 
type: biplane: can. exceed there figures, 
and in view: of this. fact} Mr. Wood+ 
houge’s talk about. machinesof' 150 miles 
an’ hour, to combat the.

Changes Under Viaduct Planned by | 
Uncle Sam Will Improve Course. 


If the present intentions of the Fed- | 
{eral Government with regard to remov- | 
ing some of the stonework ‘supports _of 


the viaduct at High Bridge are carried | 


into effect, the rowing course on the 
;}Harlem River will. be greatly benefited. 
| According*to Richard Sturcke, President 
of the New York Rowing Association, 
Government engineers have already out- 
|lined the changés. Three of the huge 
stone pillars that support the viaduct 
are to be removed and a span substi- 
tuted. Bach of these pillars covers an 
area.of more than a hundred square 
feet, and their removal will give racing 
Shells-much more leeway at this point. 
Another objectionable feature ‘which 
will be eliminated by the proposed 
change is the swirl of the eddying waters 
at the base of these pillars when the tide 
is running fast. In past races many 
shells have come to grief beneath the 
bridge, and there is a regular downhill 
plunge in the water from one side of 
the arches to the other. Plans are also 
under way to blast out an obtruding 
section of rock near the bridge which 
projects from the Speedway bank and 
cutg off a large section of the present 
waterway.

Caddie's Gleanings in-the Rough 
WII! Be of Less Value This Season. 


The long expected drop in the price 
f golf bells has at last been announced 
by the manufacturers, but the cut is 
not. as profound as most golfers had 
hoped. With the expiration of the Has- 
kell patent on April 11, 1916, the man- 
ufacturers are relieved of paying the 
royalty of 50 cents a dozen on all the 
balls that aré sold and-in' most cases 
this reduction has been given to the 
players for the coming season. Some 
of the favorite brands will be continued 
at the same prices as in former years, 
while in other varieties the lower rates 
will amount to much more than the 
royalty. 

The largest reduction at present is 
on balls that formerly retailed at 65 
cents, which wiil be sold this season ut 
50 cents. The highest grade of balls, 
domestic and imported, will retail for 
75 cents, and in competition -with the 
i shilling balls abroad, the American 
manufacturers are making a ball to re- 
tail at a quarter. With the best for- 
eign and domestic balls selling at the 
same-pricé, golfers will be able to de- 
cide for themselves which country pro- 
duces the best balls at a given price. 
Heretofore the prices have varied so 
that there has been no standard of com- 
parison, and the imported balls have

and recognize their independent sever- 
eignty as soon after Oct. 16, 1918, as 
in his judgment seemed expedient be 
proper. 

These were the general provisions of 
the so-called Clarke amendment to which 
the President had acceded, but before 
the amendment was adopted <ft was 
modified by striking out all provision for 
neutralizing the islands or guaranteeing 
their independence for a term of five 
years. The President's attitude toward 
the measure thus amended is not known. 

Mr. Hitchcock of Nebraska, Chairman 
of the Committee on the Philippines, did 
his best to soften as far as possible the 
sweeping’ provisions of the Clarke 
amendment. Personally, Mr. Hitchcock 
is opposed te fixing any date for the in- 
dependerice of the islands, but after 
talking with the President he realized it 
would be impossible to prevent its 
adoption. ‘Today, therefore, he sought 
@ compromise which fixed the period be- 
tween four and six years after the con- 
vening of the new insular Legislature as 
the time within which the islands might} .) 
be set free, with a further provision au- 
thorizing the President for good cause
